One material cause, in our opinion.“ 
reads the report, “is the undue obstruction 
of the tr by team traffic, which should 
be kept at the sides of the tracks.

TRIBUTE BY TAFT. 


TO W. D. HOWELLS 


President at New York Din- 
ner Pronounces Novelist 
the Greatest Living 
American Writer. 


TELLS SPREAD OF GENIUS 


Guest of Honor, at 75, Says 
Gift of Literature Now Em- 
braces Every Section 
of Country. 


New York, March 2.—William Dean How- 
ells was the central figure tonight of a 
birthday party which will be memorable in 


the literary world. 


The novelist was 78 years old today. and, 
te do honor to him, the preseident of the 
United States and more than 400 men and 
women prominent in Mterature gathered as 
dinner guests of Col. George Harvey. 

To well the volume of testimony to the 
eminence to which Mr. Howelle had risen in 
letters scores of congratulatory messages 
with tributes in prose and verse were read 
from literary celebrities all over the English 


Speaking world. 


President Taft, who shered with the au- 


| thor the distinction of being born in Ohio— 


Mr. Howell’s birthplace was Martin's Ferry, 
~hailed the guest as the greatest living 
American writer and novelist ’’ and men- 
tioned him with Shakspeare, Burns, and Lin- 
coln as men without university education 
who rose to fame in literature by thelr own 
effort. 


Tribute Paid by Taft, 

„ have traveled from) Washington here to 
do honor to the greatest living American 
writer and novefist,” said Mr. Taft. ** Ihave 
done this because of the personal debt I feel 
for the pleasure he has given me in what 
he has written. in the pictures of American 
life and society and character he has painted, 
and with which I have had sufficient fa- 
miliarity to know the truth and the delicacy 
of his touch. 

Neither the rhythm, nor the emphasis, 
nor the shading of his meaning has robbed 
his style of the Jucidity and clearness that 
delight a common mind like mine, and his 
Gelightful and kindly humor that leaves a 
flower in one’s memory has created a feel- 
ing of affection for the author that prompts 
an expression like this. 

* Hasily at the head of the living literary 
men of the nation, Mr. Howells is entitled 
on the celebration of his seventy-fifth birth- 
day to this tribute of respect. 

Take 

“Like Shakspeare, like Burns, like Lin- 
colin, Mr. Howells is not a university man, 
but he began his literary education of him- 
self upon a country newspaper at a time of 
life when others begin to prepare for an 
academic training. and he hae continued 
that éducation to this present period of 
routhful old age. Born in Ohio, in a boys’ 
town, upon the heeutiful river. he formed 
what was there an unusual ambition to suc- 
ce af a man of letters, and he began at the 
very bottom rung of the ledder by learning 
to set type. 

“Mr. Howells is not a writer whose periods 
of inepiration are fitful and occasional. but 
he has educated and prepared himself to 
do literary work, as men work in other pro- 
fessions, making his mind and imagination 
respond to the regular demand of duty. 

On the other hand. unlike Trollope, who 
worked like a machine, finishing so many 
pages a day, and showing in his work the 
evidences of haste and mechanical striving, 
all that has come from Mr. Howells’ pen 
is beautifully wrought out, with no sugges- 
tion of hurry or the machine. 


Content to Live in Literature. 

“Mr. Howells in his long and useful life 
has been content to Hve in literature. He 
has attempted to play a part in no other 
sphere. By taste, by ability, by imagina- 
tion, by the genius of taking pains. he finds 
himself now five years beyond the age of 
the psalmist, representing the best and high- 
est of American literature. 
Everything that he has written sustains 
the highest standard of social purity and 
aspiration, of refinement and morality, and 
ef wholesome ideals, and he has added to 
American literature a treasure of literary 
excellence the enjoyment of which will make 
coming generations grateful.” 


Refers to Old Friends. 

Mr. Howells, who sat between his host and 
the president, was applauded for his address 
on literature. 

„Nearly all the writers I have named 
were New Englanders,” he said, but now 
our writers are of every sectional origin, and 
constitute American authorship. 

“They are of the st and of the south, 
as well as of the north and east, and more 
and more their work tastes of the soll that 
mothered them. Once we had a New England 
literature, now we have an American lit- 
erature, and Indianapolis is as Boston was, 
the city in which books are held dear and 
the art of them is prized above any other. 

“ The poets, the best of them, are of or from 
the west; our best historian is a western 
man; our students of the human mind in 
the past and the human soul in the pres- 
ent—a very stellar group—are of the east; 
but our novelists and cur novelettists are 
from every part of the country and each is 
devoted wittingly or unwittingly to the rep-

“ Who is going to pay the expenses of these 
people?” asked Representative Berger, the 
Socialist miember of the house, as the com- 
mittee was about to adjourn. 


Raise Fund by Collection. 
Representative Henry, chaifman of ‘the 
committee, said nothing could be done by the 
committee in advance of an investigation on 
such a matter, whereupon tative

McCartney, who was standing nearby, im- 
mediately protested against Berger’s insin- 
vation, and for several minutes the commit- 
tee room was in confusion. 

“ Who are you?’ demanded McCartney of 
Berger. 

“TI represent the people of Wisconsin,“ 
Berger hotly replied, '‘ and I don't propose to 
have these people receive any blood money.“ 

“I probably have as much money as you 
ha ve“ McCartney replied, Und it is not 
blood money.” 

The Massachusetts man was shaking hie 
fist in Representative Berger's face and the 
Socialist congressman was emphatic in his 
language, demanding that Miss Liss give 
back the dollar. 

As she gave back the money Representa- 
tive Wilson of Illinois. a member of the rules 
committee, intervened between Berger and 
MoCartney, who were almost on the verge of 
combat. His interference in the squabble 
ended the controversy and McCartney and 
Cox left the room, 


Exciting Scene at Inquiry. 

This was tie climax to an exciting session 
of the committee in which the Lawrence 
strike conditions were revealed from several 
rival sources. 

In a room crowded with spectators Samuel 
Lipson, a member of the Lawrence strike 
committee, who was on the witness stand, 
and Representative Pou of North Carolina 
gought to get him to describe the scene at 
the station when the police and the militia 
prevented children from being sent away 
from the strike city. Lipson told of the po- 
lice grabbing the children and throwing them 
into patrol wagons and of shouting and club- 
bing the mothers of the children. 

“Did you really see the mothers clubbed? " 
Pou asked. 

„No,“ the witness replied, 
them shoved around.“ 

Soldiers Kill Innocent Man? .” 

Lipson referred to the killing of John 
Ramey, who was bayoneted by the militia 
‘as he stood inoffensively, the witness said, in 
front of his own home.

PEKING WAITS ALIEN TROOPS.

PEKING, March 8, 3 a. m.—Peking is 
anxiously waiting the arrive! of the foreign 
troops, including 200 Americans, which are 
being hurried to this city to help quell the 
rioting of the mutinous soldiers. 

Martial law, which wes proclaimed last 
night, has thus far succeeded in preventing 
the outbreak which was expected at night- 
tan last night. At 1 o'clock thie morning 
quiet prevailed in the vicinity of the lega- 
tions, but continual cannoneding was heard 
in the direction of Teng ral, with which do- 
munication has been cut off. 1 

Yuan Shih Kali has summoned the repub- 
lican troops from Nanking to put down the 

mutineers. 


Legations Ready for Siege. 

The legations ard préparihg for a siege, 
Direct attacks on the legation quarter are 
not feared, but the Chinese troops possess 
many modern guns, which might be used 
effectively if turned on the legations, 

A detachment of American troops is due at 
8:30 o'clock this morning. One train due at 
7:30 last night has not arrived. 

By the dynamiting of the bridges on the 
Hankow railway a use of the fighting 
along the Tien-Tsin line, Peking is tempo- 
rarlly out of communication with these 
places.

Attack Palace of Duke. 

The most serious rioting of the day’in Pe- 
king itself came early yesterday morning, | 
when a detachment of artillery, headed by 
a band, marched to the palace of Duke Kuei- 
Hetang, father of the empress dowager, and 
shelled down the gate. They looted a large 
amount of property and burned apart of the 
palace. ö 

Peking is a scene of chaos. If it had been 
sacked by an invading army, the destruc- 
tion would not have been more widespread. 
Hundreds of blocks are in ashes and the 
loss from fire alone will amount to 628.000, 
000. The historic market place is in ruins 
and even the Great Gate of the Forbidden 
City has disappeared. 

There is great suffering among the people 
whose homes were destroyed. Hundreds of 
them collected tonight about the ashes of 
their residences and searched for valuables 
that might have escaped the flames. In 
many instances they were mistaken for 
leoters and were fired upon. 


Hundreds Being Executed. 

Mutineers are being executed wholesale, 
but the rigorous methods of the authorities 
seem only to increase disaffection among 
soldiers. 

Agitators suspected of stirring up the 
mutiny were seized and decapitated without 
trial. : 

Even in walks about the city investigators 
encoungered’ executioners at work. Looters 
were frequently surrounded by soldiers and 
promptly killed. Two bodies were come 
upon, one clad in valuable Minks and furs, 
and the other that of a miserable coolie, who 
had died for a few pomnds of beans which 
were found beside him. Few. soldiers were 
among the headiess. The bodies for the 
moet part were those of civilians, who had 
tohlowed in the wake of the looting sol- 
Gers. ; 
Rumblings of discontent were heard even 
among the most loyal members of Yuan's 
guard, who asserted that man innocent per- 
gons had been put to death. 


Take Loot from. City. 
o busy were the authorities in trying to 
prevent another outbreak that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of loot was taken

Yuan Shih Kai was accused today of being 
responsible for the mutiny here.

Yuan is now trying by every means in 
bis power to put down the revolt, but there 
ere grave doubts that he will be abie to 
40 so even with the help of the Nanking 
republicans. The Manchu troops are likeiyv 
to abandon him altogether. If so, the situa- 
tion’ cannot be forecast. 

Li Yuan Hung Sho was commander in 
chief of the republican army will likely ac- 
company the Nanking troops to this city. 
His presence may have a good effect on the 
rebellious troops. 

Plan Pillage in North.

Prevent Mutiny at Mukden. 
MUKDEN, huria, March 2.—Two bat- 
talions of Chinese troops stationed here were 
disarmed and disbanded today, as it was 
suspected they intended to mutiny. The

Washington, D. C.. March 2.—There are 
now 10,000 foreign troops of various nation- 
alltles in that part of China bordering the 
gulf of Pechili and lying between Peking 
and Chinwangteo: The greater part of 
thie force is disposed along the line of the 

railway that connects Peking with the sea, 
the majority being near Tientsin, or fares 
hours’ by rail of the capital. 

If the international force in China is to 
be strengthened as a result of events in Pe- 
king, probably the firet reinforcement must 
come from Japan, and from the Russien 
garrisons in northern Manchuria. The war de-

of consumers is rapidly being opened up by 


railroad. This city now has perhaps 1,000, - 


000 people. What it will have in the future 
I dare not predict. 

The great powers ot the western world 
fully realize the importance of this city, aud 
they have business representatives on the 
ground. ‘There is a large territory outside 
the native settlement which has been taken: 
by them. Much of this was seized just after 
the Boxer rebellion, when China was forced 
to submit. As it ip now, every one of these 
powers has its own little city here on the 
banks of the Pei-ho. Each concession has 
its police, its consular court, its town hall, 
and its own troops. — 

There are altogether ten different settle 
ments in the combined city, so that one may 
visit a half dozen nations in the jinrikisha 
ride ofa morning. These foreign concessions 
have magnificent buildings, many of which 
would be considered fine in London or Paris. 
The hotel structure in which I am stopping 
would be good in New York or Chicago, and 
there is an English clubhouse adjoining it 
which must have cost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars to build. There are magnificent 
bank buildings here, representing millions 
of dollars of capital, and there are stores 
with plate glass windows filled with all sorts 
of European ants American goods. 


Where the British Live. 

In the British concession where I live is 
a large public park, where the military 
bands give open air concerts, and it has also 
golf grounds, tennis courts, and parks for 
football and cricket. The British and Ameri- 
can settlement has a public shoot for its 
boys and girls, and also a swimming bath. 
The French concession has a cathedral, a 
town hall, and a park, and the Russians are 
building up a city over the river, the stores 
of which are marked with Greek signs. 

“One of the largest of these foreign cities 
belongs to the Japanese. It is several miles 
in circumference, and is being rapidly cov- 
ered with substantial brick buildings, all 
‘put up since the Boxer rebellion. There are 
many Japanese merchants who have come 
here to engage in trade with the Chinese, 
and there are some large importing firme 
with Japanese capital. 

“The Germans have.a fine concession, in- 
cluding a magnificent building just erectec 
for the German Asiatic bank. They have « 
club called the Concordia, somewhat differ 
ent from the French club, known as the Ci! 
ele d’Escrime. 


Young China at School. 

The foreign concessions are only an aj 
preciation ot the great movements which ar: 
going on among the Chinese. The real prog: 
ress is in the native city and in the vast sub- 
urbs which are growing up on the opposite 
side of the river. During the last four year: 
there has been a greater educational devel- 
opment in Tientsin than almost anywhere 
else in the world. This is a broad statement.

In the 
new. schools of the province of Chihli there 
are ninety-nine boys to every girl receiving 
mstruction. Girls’ schools, however, are be- 
ing started, and the center of the movemeyt 
is here. I understand that about 10 per cent 
of the Tientsin school children are now girls 
and that their schools embrace aii grades, 
from the kindergarten to the high school. 
There are also normal schools, where Chinese 
girls are being trained for teaching the pri- 
mary schools, and there is a echool of domes- 
tic economy. where they learn cooking, sew- 
ing, and housekeeping. 


Medical College for Women, 
„The only medical college for women in 
China is in Tiehtsin. It was established dy 
Yuan Shih Kai and is supported out of the 
galt revenue.

‘This medical school 
is an academy rather than a college. It is 
to train women jo act as teachers in medical 
schools which are to be established, to fit 
girls as matrons for the new hospitals and 
aids in the new sanitary work which 
is to be carried on throughout the empire.

Just Before Conductor 
Dashes for Bottle.

The police, always facing mysteries, are 
unusually puzzled over the case of a young 
woman who sought to kill herself yes 
terday morning while riding on a Gertielé 
Park train of the Metropolitan elevated. 

Not only did she seek to end her life, but 
the took fastidious pains to precdude the 
possibility of disclosing her identity, her 
antecedents, or her motive for wanting to 
die. 


The -effors et suicide was successful, 


After suffering for fifteen hours she died 


late last night at the Garfield Park sani- 
tarium. 


Detectives Are Baffled, 

Her desire to keep the living from a know 
edge of her past also may succeed. At mid- 
night detectives who had run down innumer- 
able clews confessed themselves defeated. 

The attempt at self-destruction was viewed 
by many passengers in the last car of the 
elevated train. No one bad noticed where 


the girl got on. Little if any attention was. 


paid to her until the red label of a bottle she 
was putting to her lips caught the eye of one. 

A Woman screamed, The conductor, Wil- 
Nam Cook, jumped up from his seat, just 
inside the door, and knocked. the bottle from 
the young woman's hand, He was a second 
too late. She elipped to the floor Writhing 
with the agony of carbolic acid burns. 


Piotim Becomes Unconscious. 

The train pulled into the St. Louts avenue 
station as the young woman lapsed into 
coma. The passengers helped. Cook carry 
her inert body to the platform. and somebody 
telephoned for a police ambulance, She was 
taken to the Garfield Park sanitartum. | 

At the sanitarium she was unconscious. So 
the authorities began a search of her effects 
to find a clew whereby they might notify a 
friend or relative. 

There was not so much as a laundry mark 
on her clothing to show who she was. She 
wore a black hat. a White waist with a sep- 
arate skirt, a brown coat, black shoes. She 
was just as inconspicuous as her clothes. 
She was about 5 feet 2, weighed 125 pounds, 
had dark brown hair, and rather a dark com- 
plexion. | 


Contents of Bag and Purse. 

The handbag she carried was of ordinary 
pattern. There was neither a card nor a bit 
of writing in it. There was a handkerchief, 
a buttonhook, a small round mirror, a pair 
of black gloves, a comb, and a barrette of 
imitation tortoise shell. 

But the other contents of the purse were 
not quite so ordinary. They were: 

Four hair nets, each in separate envelope. 

A bit of unfinished lace. 

A nearly empty spool of crochet cotton 

A crochet hook. : 

A thimble. 1 

A coin purse with four pennies. 


‘Might Be Selling Hair Nets. 

The four pennies were obviously not énough 
for a return trip on the elevated, if the 
young woman was bound away from home. 
The envelopes containing the hair nets 
looked as if they had been jammed about in 
the bag for several days. The police sug- 
gest that she was engaged in selling them. 
The bit of lace looked as if it had béen the 
occupation of spare moments. 

The red label of the carbolic acid bottle 
contained in addition to its warning the in- 
formation that the solution was one of 83 1-3 
per cent and the address of the druggist who 
sold it. He was unable to tell the police 
anything that would be of assistance to them.

Toward evening the girl rallied and became 
conscious. Doctors pressed to her bedeide 
to ask her name. At first she ignored all 
questions. Pressed for a reply, she wept. 
Finally she took the easiest way.

HOLD AUTOPSY IN SWIFT CASE 


| Physicians Find No Reason for 
Believing Death Violent. 


CORONER T0 “TEST TISSUES. 


Hoffman Expects to Make His Investi- 


gation Thorough, 


An autopsy on the body of Herbert L. Swift 
was held at Mount Hope yesterday after- 
noon. While there were no discernable evi- 
dence of anything unusual im the cause of 
death, Coroner Hoffman decided to make a 
chemical analysis of the stomach. 

The post-mortem examination was made 
dy Dr. E. R Le Count and Prof. Ludvig Hek- 
toen of Rush Medical college, representing 
the state, and Dr. Charles E. Kahike, repre- 
eenting the Swift family. , 


Bruises Are Superficial, 

At the conclusion of two and one-half 
hours’ work the three physicians gave out 
the following signed statement: 

The post-mortem examination on the 
body of the late Herbert L. Swift demon- 
strated that in all probability death resulted 
from natural causes, there being chronic 
fibrous and fatty changes in the heart, which 
was larger than normal. The bruise above 
the right eye and the cut above the left eye 
were altogether superficial, There were no 
fractures. The stomach and its contents 
were preserved for chemical examination, if 
that should be deemed necessary, although 
there were no indications of poisoning.’’ 

Mr. Swift was in a weak physical condition 
when death overtook him. but suspicion had 
been created in the mind of Coroner Nahin 
of Milwaukee, who held the original inquest 
on Oct. 20, that an ugly bruise over the right 
eye might have been a contributing cause 
There was also a wound in the abdomen, and 
these injuries together with the condition of 
the stomach somewhat complica 


Died on Way to Hospital. 

Mr. Swift diea on a Northwestern train on 
the outskirts of Milwaukee the night of Oct. 
19 while on the way to his hunting lodge at 
Gogebic. A. W. La Forge. a medical stu- 
dent, was hie companion and testified that 
the bruise over the left eye was caused in 
Swift falling against the car seat. Subse- 
quently La Forge told Coroner Hoffman. 
who' took charge of the case at the direction 
of the Milwaukee coroner, that Swift injured 
himself by falling off a couch im his resi- 
dence at 4500 Michigan avenue, several hours 
before Swift was placed in the family limou- 
gine and taken to the Northwestern depot.

OPTIMISM KILLS THE DRAMA. 


Says People Want Pistols, Phones, Slow 
Music and Slang.

BERLIN, March 2.—Dile Schaubuhne, one 
of the leading German theatrical journals, 
publishes a savage attack on the American 
stage from the pen of Edward Goldbeck. He

Such characterizations, Herr, Goldbeck 
‘finds, are well done in America only by Eng- 
lish players. 


Finds Critics Superficial. 

American dramatic critics, like the Amer 
lean public, are superficial, ft is declared. 
They never review from a genuinely lit- 
erary standpoint or indulge in purely per- 
sonal impressions. 

As for the public, Herr Goldbeck says it 
“wants what it wants and gets it—prin- 
cipelly realism with revolvers, slow music | 
and telephones ae unfailing accompani- 
ments, It demands, above all, mnappy dia- 
logue with plenty of slang.“ 

Herr Goldbeck thinks the superficiality of 
the American drama is aue to the fact that 
unquénchable optimism is the chief char- | 
acteristic of the American, -~= = 
days Optimiem Kills Drama. 

A national drama, he concludes, “ can

Suffraget Leader Defiant De- 
spite Term in Prison for 
Window Smashing. 


DAUGHTER TO KEEP IT UP 


Many Other British Women Sen- 
tenced; Prisoners Denounced 
by the Prosecutor,

LONDON, March 2.—As a result of the 
suffraget demonstration yesterday, when the 
plate glass windows of scores of depart- 
ment stores Were stnashed, Mre. Pankhurst 
and Mrs. Mabel Tukeach, leaders of the 
militant organization, were today sentenced | 
to two months’ imprisonment. 

Mrs. Emmet Marshall, who admitted she 
had participated in the outbreak, was sent 
to Old Bailey to serve fifty-one days. The 
sentences meted out to the rémainder of the 
guffragets varied from two weeks to a month 
in prison. Several were remanded to jail 
for sentence next week. Most of them re- 
fused to give ball. 

When Mrs. Pankhuret was called to the 
witnees stand she freely admitted that she 
had helped smash the Windows in Premier, 
Asquith's residence. | 

“ What the esuffragets have done, she 
said, ‘is only a flea bite compared with what 
the miners are prepared to do to win their 
struggle. We are prepared to take any step 
hecerzary to attain our object. We are 
willing to pay the price that the government 
may demand. Until we get the power to 
make lass we will continue to break them. 


Court Admonishes Women. 

At this point she was interrupted by Magis- 
trate Bennett who declared such demon- 
Strations could not be tolerated. | 

It the present laws are unjust,’’ he said, 
“they must be amended. but the violent 
steps you are taking will only destroy your 
own case. 

The sentencing of the.other prisoners con- 
tinued rapidiy. Most of them admitted their 
guilt. When the 150 captured in yester- 
day’s raid were afraigned in the Bow street 
police court all other women were barred. 
Hundreds of women lined the streets in front 
of the court and cheered frantically as the 
prisoners were taken into the building under 
a Heavy guard. f 

The authorities were evidently afraid of 
more riéting and police reserves were sta- 
tioned every féw feet along the street. 

In speaking for the proséctition Attornet 
Murkett arraigned the suffragets m. the bit- 
terest terms. He declared the city had stood 
for too many deeds of laWlessness from 
“female cfanks'’ and that unless an en- 
ample was made of them their outbreaks 
would undoubtedly lead to bloodshed. 


Prosecutor Asks Long Terms. 

Attorney Muskett said yesterday's demon- 
stration was wholly uncalled for. Dozens 
of merchants who had taken no part one 
way or the other in the fight fos suffrage, 
he said, had beén made the victims of wild 
emotionalists who needlessly sacrificed $25,- 
000 worth of property for the purpose of 
calling attention to the cause.“ 

The prosecutor requested Magistrate Ben 
nett to sentence all prisoners to long terms 
at hard labor. During Muskett's arraizn- 
ment of the women a number of men spec- 
tators laughed at his remarks and were 
threatened with eviction by the bailiffs. 

Suffragets who oppose the militant. meth- 
ods of the faction under the leadership of 
Mrs. Pankhurst denounced the destruction 
of the store windowa Business men com- 
plained they had not been given sufficient 
police protection and Insisted that the gov- 
ernment should recompense them for their 
$25,000 loss. 

Daughters to Keep Up Fight. 

‘The militant activities of the suffragets 
will continue until we are given the right 
to vote,“ @aid Mies Chrystabel Pafikhurst, 
daughter of the suffraget leader who was 
sentenced to prigon today. Miss Pankhurst 
did not participate in yesterday’s outbreak, 
but she announced that she is planning new 
methods of “ making the authorities mis- 
erable.“ 6

HOW TO TELL A QUESTION. 


Demand Deter mining Factor; Few 
Could Bay the Works of Art.

LONDON, March 2.4-What is the rea) 
vaive of J. Plerpont Morgan's art treasures 
in Europe, which are being prepared for 


well be asked in view of the enormous dis- 
crepancy between the owner's estimate of 
$20,000,000 and the figure $50,000,000 arrived 
at by the official assessor sent to England 
from the United States. 
According to one of the greatest art au- 
thoritles in London it is absolutely impos: 
sible to artive at an exact answer, since the 
Value of ancient works of art is nota definite 
factor and is entirely ruled by the demand 
for them. | 

How values have increased in recent years 
may be fudged from thé latest imetance, 
when the Mantagna Madonna, bought 
nine years ago by the late Consul Weber of 
Hamburg from Dowdeswell, the Bond street 
dealers, for $20,000, was sold at public auc- 
tion in Berlin for $155,000. 


Valuation Nine Yoars Ago. 

Now it was just nine years ago that Mor- 
gan's ¢ollection in London was yalued un- 
officially by a competent expert at about 
$10,000,000. Perhaps it would be more cor- 
rect to say that the price paid by Morgan 
4mounted to about that figure, which would 
naturally represent the Maximum value at 
that time, for Morgan was in the habit of 
paying the most liberal pricés for objects 
of & unique character and guaranteed au- 
thenticity. It is impossible to give anything 
like a full list of his acquisitions included 
in this estimate, but a few items may be 
here enumerated. 

Raphaels Colonna Madonna, 3800, 000; 
Aygalace’s Gothic tapestry, 6500, 000: set of 
Fragnard panels, $325,000; two Houdin bits, 
The Given Kiss and the Bought Kies“ 
$100,000; the Pfungst collection of bronzes, 
$200,000; Naddon Perſcault's Enobment ”’ 
enamel, $100,000; the Gumann collection of 
sixteenth century and seventeenth century 
golésmiths’ and silveremiths’ work, 800,000 
Lord Coventry’s set of three Du Barry 
Sevres vases, $75,000; Maj. Holford’s Hob- 
béma landscape, $150,000; the Stolen 
Duchess by Galnsborough, $200,000. 


Values Have Risen. 
This was nine years-ago and since then 
Morgan hés added treasure after treasure 
to the collection. 

Quite apart from, the fact that ever since 
the beginning of the present century values 
have risen by leaps and bopnés, partly, per- 
haps, owing to the fact that first rate objects 
of art have become exceedingly rare, thanks 
to the accumulative activity of Morgan and 
a few other millionaire collectors, Thus, on 
the face of it the estimate attributed to the 
official assessor seems nearer the actual 
value of the Morgan collection than the 
owner's more modest figure. 

However, it would be dangerous to arrive 
at a hasty conclusion. A satisfactory an- 
swer would first have to be found to the 
general question: What is the value of a 
work of art? 

Surely the enhanced price paid by a col- 
lector of such buying capacity ahd acquisi- 
tiveness as Morgan cannot be taken as the 
normal figure. 


Would Upset Estimates. | 

Suppose Morgan were to decide suddenly 
to seil his treasures. The mere announce« 
ment of the fact, together with the implied 
information that he had ceased to buy, would 
send values tumbling down at once. The 
whole unstable fabric of:inflated values of 
works of art is well known to be based upon 
the fact that there are a Small number—per- 
haps twenty, perhaps fifty~of wealthy per- 
sons with a taste for art or with ambition 
to surround themselves with precious ob- 
jects. If these twenty or fifty were to die or 
cease buying all the market estimates would 
be rudely upset. t | 

Morgan's collection fs so enormously in 
advance of all others, quantitatively as well 
as qualitatively, that it would take many 
years for his treasures to be absorbed by the 
„smaller fry it they were suddenly thrown 
on the market. 

Whatever he may have paid for his treas- 
ures, their value, or anything approaching 
their value, could never be obtained . by 
wholesale disposal. This fact favors a con- 
servative valuation rather than the pro- 
digious figure arrived at by the agsessor. 


BIG THEFTS IN THEATERS

LONDON, March 2.~The fortunes of the 
coal strike vary day by day and hour by 
hour. The intervention of the govermiment 
is hailed with enthusiastic and whiversal ~ 
applause and Premier Asquith, by his com- 
plete grasp of all the facts, by his Impress 

ive appeals to both combatants amd by Bis 
resolve, in the background, to resort to 
drastie legislation if no other escape from 
the deadlock is possible, dominates the bitua- 
tion. | 

The journalists and legislators desert the 
benches of the house of commons and are 
filling the lobbies to discuss féverishly every 
new report in every hour of the day. Never 
did one great issue more completely sub- 
merge every other question. 

The miners’ refusal to negotlate a minimum 
wage and their refusal of Asquith's proposals 
drives them into an unpopular position and 
all the immense and practically universal 
public sympathy has gone for the moment 
This profound mistake comes partly fron. 


from the absolute want of confidence among 
the work people in any chance of juetice from 
the greedy eipioyers, the stupid railway 
directors. and the Tory judges. ae 

: Growth of Labor’s Power. : 

Leaving for the moment the particular m- 
eidents of the gigantic struggle and the Alter- 
hations of its fortunes and prospects; it ie 
worth noting the extraordinary developments 
of the labor potition and public opinion dur 
ing the last six months. : 

As I pointed out at the time of the railway — 
strike last year, there came a revelation fo 
the whole community, and especially to labor 
of ite extraordinary omnipotence by combi- 
nation over the very existence of the nation. 

Though botly resented and mercilessly re- 
pressed in eome places in blood and resisted 
by the middle claes everywhere, the railway 
‘strike still left an InéffaceaDdie impression. 

The whole country: wae brought face to 
face with hunger, the cold of winter, and 
the stoppage of all locomotion. It emed 
like a sudden resurrection of ‘all the terrors 
and inéonvenience of medieval life. and for 
the first time in English history there came 
a sense that the existing social fabric was 
shaken to its very foundations. 

The recollection of that terrible lesson 
forms the background of the present situa- 
tion and accounts for the marvelous change 
of the whole public attitude towards the 
labor struggles. : 

First there is the sente of the orpnipoténce 
of labor, for the disorganizing of all society 
disposes all the community to exert every 
influence to prevent the strike, and this in- 
volves the more readiness to listen to the 
labor demands by all clesves of the com- 
munity than ever was seen before. 

Another remarkable sign of the times is 
the mention without any horror of the theory, 
hitherto confined to the extreme Socilalista, 
of the acquisition by the state of such & 
necessity to society as the mines. 


Seizure ae National Defense. 

This idea ie partly stimulated by the fact 
the British navy is entirely dependent for 
the particular coal suitable to battleships 
on a few mines in Wales, and the movement 
to acquire such mines in the interest of 
national existence has made a big headway 
since the beginning of thie struggle. 

Another sign of the times is the closer 
solidarity of the different labor sections; in 
other words, the progress of the idea of 
syndicaliem. This fight is not an Bngtlish 
miners’ fight, for England could have sete 
tied that quarrel a month ago. 5 

The whole line of battle was wheeled in 
position by a small group of miners and 
coal owners in South Wales, but the Eng- 
lish miners, though quite reasonable to ne- 
gotiations and ready to come to terms, never 
hesitated about throwing’ their lot with the 
South Wales miners, even though the South 
Wales miners have no funds left. 


English Workers Bear Blunt. 

Thus all of the expenses, as well as their 
share of suffering, must fall exclusively 
on the great and wealthy English miners’ 
unions. 

Similarly the transport workers, who, by 

ing the foreign coal, might check the 
ers’ strike. unhesitatingly resolved to 
throw in their lot with the miners, and at 
last, and for the first time, both society in 
England, as well as the miners, realize 
the tremendous new force which has en- 
tered English life in the present solidarity 
of all sections of the labor movement. 

This national regrouping of social and po- 
litical forces proceeds simultaneousty with 
simMar developments in the other countrieg 
of Europe.

Everybody who remembers the early days 
of Tit Bits will recall that it seemed im- 
possible to get away from it.

Argentine Surplus Light. 

Buying factors were the estimate of an 
exportable surplus in Argentina of 94,000,000 
bu given out by B: W. Snow and the figures 
of Nicollet, the Kansas City statistician, 
placing farm reserves at 119,000,000 bu. 
Broomhall's statement that Europe would 
require 4,000,000 bu a week from Argentina 
for the next sixteen weeks was also a help 
to holders. The decline at Liverpool was due 
to realizing on the expectation of larger 
world’s shipments.

New York, March 2.—(Special.)—Trading 
on the stock exchange today, which was 
moderately active for a half holiday, repre- 
nented in large part settlement of market 
positions which had been aesumed by traders 
during the earlier daye of the week. 

The more active stocks showed little net 
yp change at the close of the day, the most note- 
worthy movements in these shares being the 
mall decline in Reading and the slightly 
larger net improvements in Erie. | 

The course of prices, as was natural under 
the circumstances, wae somewhat irregular,

Railroade Show Lom 


reilroads a loss in net of 16.21 per cent. The 
extent to which this result was brought about 
by increased expenses rather than loss of 
gross receipts is indicated by the fact that 
the latter showed a decline on these sixty- 
two roads of less than 1 per cent, while the 
other cost of operations rose by 2.95 per cent. 

Including returne of a number of systems 
which have reported their gross earnings for 
January but have not issued their statement 
of net earnings for that month, the record 
of gross receipts was somewhat less fa vor- 
able than that made by the sixty roads which 
have so far made full returns. Bad weather 
conditions had admittedly much to do with 
this abnormally poor railroad showing in 
January. 


February Shows Increase. 

This fact was borne out not only by gen- 
eral knowledge of the conditions which pre- 
valled in January but also by the showing 
which is being made by the railroads report- 
ing their weekly gross earnings for Febru- 
ary. 


railroads as a whole are concerned but they 
are decidedly encouraging, inasmuch as they 
show steady and increasing improvement. 

Thus as compared with the larger loss in 
gross during January, the returns for the 
first week of February showed a loss of only 
1.24 per cent, the second week a gain of 4.60 
per cent, and the third week a gain of 7.40 
per cent, comparison being made in each case 
with the corresponding week of last year. 

It is noteworthy in this connection that 
most of the roads which showed net losses 
in gross during the second and third weeks 
of February were southern roads. 


Cash Shows Decrease. 
Orne bank statement followed the familiar 
line of recent weekly returns, the clearing 
houge institutions showing an actual loss 
in cash of $4,125,000, which in connection with 
an increase in deposits brought about a de- 
cline of $5,388,000 in surplus reserve. 

The institutions outside of the clearing 
house reported a small loss in cash with 
decreases in loans and deposits. The loan 
increase of the clearing: house members was 
almost an even $10,000,000.

Attack Made Before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on Combine“ 
Excessive Rate Alleged. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—An attack 
was made today before the interstate com- 
merce commission on what was termed the 
J. Pierpont Morgan Coal combine by at- 
torneys representing the coal operators in 
the Pittsburgh district. 

The question arose in the case éf John 
W. Boileau and others against the Pittsburgh 
and Lake Erie Railroad and other carriers 
of coal from the Pittsburgh district to great 
lake ports. 

It was argued by Wade H. Ellis, represent- 
ing the Pittsburgh Coal company, that the 
present rate of 88 cents a ton from the Pitts- 
burgh district to lake ports was excessive. 

Mr. Ellis charged that the railroads con- 
trolled by the Morgan interests had entered 
into a conspiracy to discriminate against the 
coal operators in the Pittsburgh district in 
favor of the operators and railroads in the 
West Virginia and Kentucky flelds on the 
same class of traffic.

MAINTAINING AMERICAN 
STANDARDS. 

It is not the fault of Senator 8 
eloquence that his description of the felici- 
ties of life enjoyed by workers in the mills 
of the south leaves us cold and unedmiring. 
The senator from North Carolina is elo- 
| quent, and he gave a fair measure of his 
ability to the senate when he arose to pro- 
test against a report from the bureau of 
labor that the standard of living which the 


to maintain was not so good as that of the 
federal penitentiary in Atlante. 

The senator was eloquent, and he was in- 
dignant, and if he failed it muat have been 
merely the fault of the unemotional figures 
which he used to support his arguments. 

“Such a comparison is odious,” said Mr. 
Overman, “and will enable some of these 
fanatical people to go up and down’ this 
country and charge that these cotton mill 
hands are treated like convicts. And, with- 
out the full report and truth, it would as - 
tonish and outrage the public.” 

It would be unfortunate if there were a 
disposition to make this comparison, The 
point is not how the mill workers are 
“treated.” It concerns what they are able 
to provide for themselves out of the wages 
they can earn. 

Mr. Overman submitted, from the bureau 
of labor statistics, the reports on a number 
of families. In one the father, a man of 52 
‘years, and his 18 year old daughter and 
three sons, one 16, one 15, and one 13 Fours | dine 
old, work in the cotton mills. The mother 
ia dead. The eldest daughter, married, 
keeps house. Her husband pays board. A 
daughter of 10 years and a son of 9 attend 
school. The total income of the family, five 
workers, for a year was $8138.48. 

In explanation it should be added that the 
15 and 18 year old boys attended school part 
of the year, and the 16 year old boy had 
pneumonia and was unble to work for three 
months. Under such conditions five work- 
ers earned $813.48. 

Typical menus of the family also are pre- 
sented. Pork, ham, or shoulder, sausage, 
salt or fresh pork, alternating with liver, 
supplied the meat; with eggs, biscuit, corn 
bread, turnip greens, sweet potatoes, coffee, 
milk and butter. The food bill of the fam- 
ily for a year was $306.80.

A PUBLIC WORE TO BE DONE. 

The territory between the junction of the 
north branch and the Wilmette drainage 
channel at Lawrence avenue in Chicago 
and Waukegan on the north, and between 
the Desplaines river watershed and the lake, 
has a population of about a hundred thou- 
sand. And this region of D square miles 
is growing steadily because of ita desirable 
natural conditions for residence. 

‘But. there is one of its artificial conditions 
‘that is not desirable, that is, in fact, seri- 
ous, namely: ite drainage. 

From the south limits of Evanston to 
Waukegan there are about twenty-five 
sewer outlets into Lake Michigan. Yet 
Evanston, Kenilworth, Winnetka, Highland 
‘Park, Fort Sheridan, Lake Forest, the 
naval station, North Chicago, and Wauke- 
gan draw water by intakes along this pol- 
luted shore. 

Inland, west of first ridge, sewerage drains 
into the Skokie, into the middle and the 
west branches of the north branch. These 
streams are full in the spring and fall, 
nearly or quite dry in midsummer. Pools of 
stagnant or polluted water where cows drink 
and children play, make distributing centers 
of disease, 

Settling and aseptic tanks rales the 
y situation a little. Many inhabitants drink 
only bottled water. But on the whole the 
conditions are a serious menace to health 
and a discredit to the intelligent and pros- 
perous inhabitants of this district. 

This is realized by some of its citizens 
and officials who have formed the North- 
west Sanitary Drainage association to ob- 
tain relief. After a survey of the whole 
situation by its engineer, Mr. Windes, a 
conference was held in January with the 
trustees of the sanitary district, who, after 
hearing the Windes report and recommen- 
dation, referred the problem to a committee 
of the association and Chief Engineer Wie- 
ner and Attorney Barnes of the sanitary 
district. An early report is promised. 

Meanwhile it must be kept in mind that 
this problem has been up for nearly three 
years and that the record of the present 
sanitary board, distracted by the spoils 
politics of its president, Smyth, and bis 
allies, does not promise action unless ac- 
tion is compelled by public opinion. The 
association should see that this opinion fs 
aroused and concentrated behind a definite 
plan of improvement.

Lansdowne arose from the latter's pro- 
nounced sympathy for the Zionist movement. 
which at that time was identified with the 
Hebrew Colonial trust. Lord Lansdowne 
had ordered Sir Charles to give an immense 
tract ot the best land in the East African 
protectorate to the trust, at tile same time 
directing him to refuse grants to private in- 
dividuals, even if the latter were willing to 
pay liberally for them, and to cancel any 
such grants . . 
This Sir Chatles absoltuely refused to do. 
both on public and on personal grounds, de- 
claring that he could not go back on apy ar- 
rangements which he had made as high com- 
missioner of the protectorate; and hé was 
all the more pronounced in his opposition to 
the Hebrew Colonial trust in view of the 
fact that if had failed to receive the sym- 
pathy of the great banking house of Roth- 
schild.

Lord Carbery (Sir John Evans-Freke), who

The patent was made 
out with the unusual provision that in de- 
fault of descendants in the male line of the 
first lord it should go to the other ent 
ants in the male line of his father. 

The family, which originally bore the name 
of Evans alone, ig of ancient Welsh descent 
and has been settled in the Emerald isle ever 
since the latter part of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, while Castle Freke, the family seat in 
County Cork, bas been in the possession of 
the Lords Carbery ever since the marriage : 
of the son of the first Lord Carbery with 
Grace, only child and heiess of Sir Ran 
Freke, in the reign of George I. He was com- 
pelled by the terms of his father-in-law's 
will to assume the name and the arms of 
Preke in addition to own. 


The eldest son of this t union, George ins. 
Freke, fell in love with the daughter of Col. 
Stamer of Carnelly. But the affection was 
not reciprocated. Owing to the wealth and 
honors to which young Evans-Freke was 
heir Col. Stamer insisted upon his daughter 
giving her hand to him. The maiden seemed 
to yield and the wedding day arrived. In 
those days any man at a wedding who failea 
to get more than half-seas-over with gooa 
cheer was held to be gullty of positive dis- 
courtesy.

HE Industrial and social needs of each

We began our national existence with 

a belief in democracy—not merely the 
politigal ideal ‘by Lincoln, gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, and 
for the people —but a democracy which 
meant more than government, which’ was 
expressed in the high sounding phrase “ La- 
berty, Equality, and Fraternity.’ At the 
dawn of the twentieth century there seemed 
to be a relaxation of democratic enthusiasm, 
due, perhaps, to a recognition that the 
French philosophers and the American pa- 
triots had been too sweeping in their demo- 
cratic demands and aspirations. Yet the 
obligation is upon us to prepare our future 
citizens for Ute in a democracy and the 
demand is theréfore/urgent to define democ- ’ 
racy in realizable terms. The progress of 
‘education has given us a threefold educa- 
2 ideal: education for oceupation, for 
ship, and for manhood. May we not 

Sette is ideal with the democratic trinity 
and demand as a rational goal, liberty for 
the worker, equaéity for the citizen, and fra- 
ternity for man? We find, indeed, that in- 


| dustrial and educational progress is paving 


the way for the realization of this limited 
democratic conception, which may, however, 
prove to be a fuller democracy than the 
previous unattainable ideal. 

The nineteenth century hes given us in- 
dustrial, political, and moral conditions 
which facilitate the realization of this quali- 
fied democracy. The economic changes have 
been expressed in an industrial and a do- 
mestic revolution. The industrial revolution 
has substituted machinery for handiwork, 


provided a place for women and children as 
well as men in the huge factories which 
supplant the eld fashioned workshop, while 
the principles ot organization, bringing 
masses of people together for economic ad- 
vantage, have led to the growth of the mod- 
ern city. This would nécessitate changed 
methods of education were the influence of 
the domestic revolution absent, but the latter 
has been equally significant in altering the 
educational opportunities outside the school.

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CONTROL OF CONTAGION IN SMALL 
TOWNS AND COUNTRY. 

N large cities, measles, diphtheria, and 
scarlet fever are present all the time, 
and smallpox more than half the time. 
Small cities and country communities 
will go for a year or more without a 

case of these diseases, and then comes a 
sweeping epidemic. Therefore, the sei- 
ence of fighting contagion in the city is one 
thing; that of fighting it in the country is 
another. 

This coming and going; this intermittence, 
is the quality which makes it easy to con- 
trol contagion in the country, when the 
community takes an interest in the welfare 
of its people. 

We, the people of the United States, are 
eaders in many things, but in those things 
which density of population makes it nec- 
essary to do to be saved, we are very much 
behind Germany, France, and England. 
One of the very best illustrations of this is 
the way they control epidemics in the rural 
districts and small cities. 

Closing schools, with all its expensive 
waste, ie a procedure that they have aban- 
doned; communities paralyzed in a busi- 
ness way by epidemics is something which 
they remember, but no longer tolerate. The 
meningitis experience through which Texds 
has just passed might have occurred in 
England, a few years ago, but not now. 
In Germany and England travelers, pleas- 
ure and health seekers and business men 
no longer shun great districts because of 
fear of uncontrolled epidemics. 

— 

A country epidemic commonly begins with 
a case which seems to have dropped down 
like lightning out of a clear sky. We shall 
take diphtheria as an illustration. 

When a case appears so inexplainably, 
those who argue that diphtheria can spring 
up spontaneously can make out a pretty 
good case (the believers in spontaneous gen- 
eration are not all dead yet). 

Occasionally this first case will occur 
among people who are not very clean, and 
those who believe that diphtheria is a filth 
disease find support for their position. 

Both are wrong and fairly careful detec- 
tive work will usually prove it. Occasion- 
ally, English health journals print accounts 
of diphtheria in rural England which show 
how careful detective work has marked 
out the train of the itinerant carrier of mild 
diphtheria, called sore throat. The New 
York authorities were able to follow the 


sick, over much of New England. 

In this way the Chicago health depart- 
ment trailed a typhoid carrier, by cases 
that formerly would have been called spo- 
radic, from Chicago to Gray’s Lake and 
back again to Chicago.

— 
We had been doing in our state for some 
years a littie road construction by convicts, 
but we formerly never took them away from 
the penitentiary. They were simply working 
in a radius of from one to six miles from the 
prison, returning to it every night. We were 
afraid that they would escape, and they 
often did, and a problem came to us as to 
how we could, at a minimum cost, get these 
men to work and yet not have escapes. 
There was conceived the idea that if a law 
were passed giving these convicts a com- 


mutation or diminution ot igentence of on- 
third of the time they work it would solde 
the problem. two Years and a halt ago 


the legisiature Of Colorado Passed such a 


4aw providing. that persons confined in the 
penitentiary. when designated by the war- 
den, could go outside of the walls and work 
upon the public highways, and for their serv- 
ices should receive a diminution of sentence 
of ten days for every thirty days of work. 


' > 

We give in Colorado a certain amount 
of thme for good conduct, which is a consid- 
érable portion of a sentence, but the giving 
of this additional amount of one-third of the 
time for road work was something that wes 
experimental. The result was that we 
placed on the highways some men in gangs, 
sometimes close to the penitentiary and at 
other t'mes forty, fifty. and even 200 miles. 
away. These men are not guarded in the 
day time at all. There are two unarmed 
superintendenta who have control of a gang 
of, say, sixty men. 

Dynamite. of course, is used by the pris- 


oners in blasting. We have a one-armed 


man—he is a trusty convict~—who guards the 
camp at night. The camp is composed of 
tents, no wire fence around it, no inclosure 
whatever. It is located right where the work 
begins on the road, and they generally work 
for a half mile to a mile and a half in each 
direction before they move the camp. There 
is nothing to control these men if they want 
to break away, but they have never yet made 
such an attempt. A few men have strayed 
away, but the warden of the penitentiary 
reported to me at the end of my first term 
that the net loss of prisoners escaping from 
the road gangs was simply two. The escapes 
have been more than that, but they either 
come back or had been captured and brought 
back. We have had a number of them come 
back. They have written to the werden 
that they wanted to return and serve out 
their sentences. 

“After being satisfied that a convict can 
be trusted the warden offers to let him out 
to work on the roads and to place him on his 
honor. All of the men want to work on the 
highways to get the reward of the shorter 
time and the strength of health which pure 
air gives. They know that if escapes be- 
come frequent the practice would cease, and 
hence each man is a guard for every other. 


abo 

“We have had fewer escapes under this 
practice than we ever had in ‘Colorado. 
There are 750 prisoners in our pentientiary 
and more than 300 of them are at work on the 
public roads. When we realize that in all 
the states of the union there must be at least 
100,000 prisoners, it is clear that there is a 
force to work in the building of good roads 
that is enormous. Take 300 convicts and esti- 
mate their work as worth at the rate of $2 
a day. There is $600 a day that goes into the 
construction of good roads. We have found 
that this inducement, this hope of a reward, 
has a most salutary effect upon the conduct 
of the men, even after they are discharged 
from the penitentiary. The fact that a man 
earns his liberty puts into him the spirit of 
independence, a hope, the knowledge that if 
one can get a reward in a penitentiary he can 
surely get it in the open field of labor. I 
feel that every state ought to pase a law giv- 
ing commutation of sentence to every pris- 
oner who will work upon the roads.”

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler, a dyed 
in the wool'wrestling fan, who knows some- 
thing about the game, is going to make an 
attempt to have the toe hold barred in future 
mat bouts in Chicago. The police official is 


ot the opinion there are so many other holds 


which can be used and that the toe lock Is so 
dangerous the grapplers should be made to 
win by tests of strength, ret and 
agility. 

The assistant chief cites the Charles 
Cutler-Illa Vincent bout at the Coliseum 
Friday night as an example. Schuettler said 
Cutler, with all his knowledge and experi- 
ence, could not do anything with the colored 
grappler unttl he secured the toe hol, and it 
simply was 4 case of 3 giving up or 
wa! his foot broken. 


Against the Toe Hold. 

I believe the toe hold is not a fair grip.“ 
the assistant chief seid yesterday. There 
are sO many other holds which can be used 
which will bring about the same results that 
I am in favor of barring the toe lock. Of 
course there are arguments in favor of the 
grip, and Gotch deserves a lot of credit for 
bringing it out. In almost every bout one 
of the first holds a wrestler attempts when 
he gets on top is the toe stuff. 

“Of course I am not the whole thing, but 
I intend to take the matter up with the chief 
and tse all the influence I can to make these 
fellows quit using the hold tn Chicago. Itis 
not a fair test. It is the same as §rabbing 
a maneby the finger and bending it back 
until the other fellow either gives in or has 
his finger broken. I know there are a lot of 
wrestlers who will not agree with me, but I 
think it is dest for the game that the hold 
be barred.” 

Frank Gotch, originator of the toe hold, 
who is in Chicago, laughed at Schuettler’s 
assertion and sald it is no worse than a 
hammerlock or head lock. 


Gotch Says Its Fair. 
„The toe hold is legitimate, and if they 


bar it they may as well kin the game,” said 


Gotch. “Ifa man is clever enough to get 


on top he should have some advantage, and 
there is no more danger in the toe hold than 


there is in a hammerlock. A man's arm or 
shoulder can be broken with a hammerlock 
if the proper leverage and weight is applied. 
It the toe hold is barred the fans will 
be given treats to all night wrestling con- 
tests. If two big, strong fellows get together 


the question of supremacy simmers down to 


‘a case of endurance, which is one of the most 
monotonous features of any sport. I hope 
‘the mat fans of Chicago will demand that 


the toe hold be retained.”

HE youngest railroad president in the 
world sat in his Chicago office a few 
days ago talking of his past and how 
he came to rise in life. It was a story 
of quick changes that he told—simply 
and modestly—a story of progress that was 
steady and sure. It was also a story wherein 
“pull” did not enter, for O. I. Dickeson, 
once a stenographer, now president of the 
White Pass and Yukon railroad, is one who 
has found that the “ royal road to wealth 


travels through only one real course—the 


gigantic field of endeavor. 

The beginning of it all? Mr. Dickeson 
looked far out of the d mee window and down 
upon the busy street. Then he smiled.

18 years ago nearly all the pearl 
buttons used in the United States were 
mported.

Then he died a pau- 
per. Boepple had founded an industry, but 
he did-not krow how to take advantage of 
his scovery His is one of the every day 
tragedies of industrial history. 

Others took up the Boepple discovery, 
applied power machinery and capital and 
modern business methods. The button busi- 
ness thus founded about fifteen years ago 
has produced several large fortunes. The 
cost of plant, labor, and raw material ls not 
large, and the profits are correspondingly 
satisfactory.

One Workingman Injured in Eight, 


Grewsome Record for 1911. 
By JONAS HOWARD. 


HE life of the city workingman is in 
greater danger every year. Notwith- 
standing sanitary surroundings and 
improved machinery the workingman 
continues to be a victim to industrial 

accidents. 

‘In 1911 one city man in every eight suffered 
an injury, the larger part of these being n- 
dustrial accidents. The death ratio due t* 


accident has increased within a short period 


from 9 per cent tg 12 per cent of the total 
deaths. The automobile figured largely last 
year in accidents both to owners and to pedes- 
trians and men employed in their manufac- 
ture. Ten years ago the automobile hazard 
did not amount to anything; today it is re- 
garded as the Worst the accident insurance 
companies have to consider. 

The workingman in the rallway world hasa 
slightly better chance than he had a few years 
ago. In 1909 while one employé, outside of 
trainmen, was injured for every twenty, only 
one in 576 was killed. Among trainmen one 
tn nine was injured during the year and one in 
205 employed was killed. The rave danger | 
of the railway workman as compared with ! 
the passenger is shown by the fact that only 
one passenger in 3,523,606 carried was killed 
and one in 86,458 was in jured. 

The improvement in the death rate is large- 
ly due to decreased infant mortality. Chil- 
dren are saved who died under former cond‘ - 
tions. But the number of deaths among men 
over 40 years of age is increasing and the 
number of men killed and maiined in city 
streets, office buildings, and industrial plants 
is growing rapidiy 

In 1909 the number of accidental deaths io 
the United States fo men between the ages of 
20 and 60, when a man is most exposed, was 
40,800. Between the ages of 20 and 29 the pro- 
portion of ental deaths to ali deaths was 


11.9 per cent. Between 0 and 29 it was 9.7. 


per cent. During these two periods accidents 
were second only to tuberculosis in their 
death harvest. In 1910 the accidents in the 
state of New York from factories, mines, a 
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quarries was 25,39), or which 363 were fatal. 
On the surface, subway, and elevated lines 
in New York City 6,883 employés were injured. 
and passengers, pedestrians, etc., to the num 
ber Of 31,128. The total killed was 377. It is 
estimated that for the whole country the 
number of accidents in 1909 was 11.000, 000, or 
nineteen a minute. Burns account for 8.2 
deaths per 100,000 population annually, sun- 
stroke for only 1.8, drowning for 10.4, gun ac- 
cidents 2.2, and railway and street car acci- 
dents for 17.3. The laboring man furnishes 
the greater part of the material in all classe 
of accidents.

Why Trains Are Late in Winter; 
Employes Hampered by the Cold. 


By JOHN 3 


ERHAPS you never heard of a pas-. 
Senger train freezing to the track 
while standing in the station under the 
great depot dome. But that happened 
several times during the recent cold 

weather. 

Trains have met with all manner of de- 
lays, ranging from a few hours to a full day 
behind their schedule. 

The cause of these delays may be. at- 
tributed to a variety of conditions brought 
on by the extreme cold. 

But the principal delay comes from human 
causes rather than mechanical. 

It is the labor that is slow,’’ seid a promi- 
nent railwey official, ‘‘ and I do not believe 
the public is generally aware of what the 
operating department of a railway has to 
contend with during extreme cold weather. 

Sometimes it is impossible to move a 
train from the yards to the depot until after 
its leaving time. In winter the men are 
slow to leave their quarters. They are 
bundled up with heavy clothing, rubber 
boots, and gloves. They require more time 
to get about. At all division points the men 
must first remove the ice from the couplings 
and safety appliances, then inspect and test 
them to see that everything is in working 
order. 


Train Frozen to Track. 

During extreme cold weather it is neces- 
sary to generate 120 pounds of steam to 
keep the equipment and cars warm. This 
extra steam impairs the capacity of the 
locomotive. Escaping steam forms icy coat- 
ings, and a train dcheduled to leave Union 
depot at 10:15 the other night was actually 
frozen to the track by reason of these drip- 
pings from steam pipes. When the engineer 
found that he had not power enough in the 
engine to move the train it was necessary to 
get a force of men to remove the ice before 
the train could get a start. This operation 
caused a delay of five hours. 

“There is a popular impression that hot 


boxes are more of a summer complaint 


than in winter. That is not the case. During 
extreme cold weather the grease and oils 
in the boxes about the journals stiffen and 
recede, and thus a journal is doubly exposed 
te trouble during cold weather. Astheresult 
of such mishaps passengers are often 
obliged to be transferred and the car set 
out. 

“The general tardiness of employés dur- 
ing extreme cold weather causes delays. 


Men de not show up for duty and word is 
sent to, the superintendent that they are 
sick. In this way the force is very greatly 
reduced. The railroad is therefore not only 
obliged to contend with the elements, but 
also with the lack of men to handle its equip- 
ment.

Pipes and Switches Freeze. 

“ When it is necessary to uncoupie the en- 
gine the pipes immediately begin to fresse 
There is no ‘way to prevent it until the en- 
gine is again attached and all the working 
pipes are again warmed up.

Where Long Hours Bring Poor Pay 


IRLS 13 and 14 years of age work 

‘for less than $3 a week in the chain- 

making factories at Cradley Heath, 

E ngland, where they labor long hours 

in the midst of crackling, sizzling 
sparks from the white hot metal. Once a gir! 
has entered the factory, there is no return 
to scholl While many voluntarily seek 
such employment, hoping to escape the 
dirty, squalid. insanltary houses in which 
their parents live, others are compelled to 
do so to earn a livelihood. Others want to 
be on their own,” as they call it in Eng- 
land, which means their willingness to get 
out and support themselves. How well they 
are able to do this is shown by the pitiful 
wages paid them. which gives many of them 
an excuse to seek money in other and more 
questionable channels. 

The surprising thing among these young 
women is their youth—in fact, they are mere 
children set to work on difficult tasks at 
which, of course. they become very pro- 
ficient—if they can live on their wage until 
such time as they have acquired pro- 
ficiency. They are utterly alone so far as 
any moral or mental restraint or cultiva. 
tion is concerned. No effort has been 
Made to attraet thein toward the night 
schools, the continuation classes, the do- 
mestic science courses or anything of that 
sort connected with the public school sys- 
tem of England. Many of them are too 
tired, after the ali-day stand upon their feet, 
to even think of a little recreation, let alone 
study. How these over developed children 
manage to eat. cress. sleep, and entertain 
their beaus on 12 shillings a week is one of 
the mysteries of their arduous life and work.

Must Work After Marriage. 

Among certain classes of factory girls it 
is considered against the custom for a girl 
to marry a factory boy and then resort to tie 
factory herself. She is regarded as no good 
to her husband unless she brings in 10 to 15 
shillings a week for her factory toil, an!. 
indeed, not only her friends but her husbanc 
tries to persuade her, and generally does per- 
suade her, that this is the course to taxe 
after their marriage. From the economic 
standpoint it is largely a matter of neces- 
sity, for the husband's wages are not more 
than enough during the first few years to 
keep himself. and the added earnings of his 
wife are a boonto that household. 


It is not every Wage earning girl of 13 or 
14 who finds a man to whom she can give 
her heart. These girls work on and on in

There are courses in technical training, gen- 
eral educational branches trades. and do- 
mestic science. Naturally. it is the hope of 
English sociologists, as well as the public 
generally, that a few years’ actual operation 
of these scholarships and schools will see a 
decided change in the conditions which force 
mere children into the trades and factories 
before they have reached a state of even 
no: mal mental or physical development.

N an address to a class of law students, a 

prominent lawyer recently said that 60 
per cent of the !awyers i: this country 

are mediocre, 80 per cent are good law- 

yers, and the rest are eminent authori- 
ties in their profession. 

There re few professions where the strug- 
gle for success is more difficult or more bit- 
ter than the law. Success, however, when 
achieved, brings with it unusual reward. 
The really successful lawyer not only 
a masses a fortune, but he commands in the 
community a place of honor and conspicuous 
influence. 

The mediocre lawyer earns from $1,000 
to about $3,000 a year, the good lawyer from 


about $4,000 to about $20,000 a year, and the

great lawyer from about $25,000 to $100,000 
or more. 

With the prospect, therefore, of a liveli- 
hood for the many and extraordinary re- 
wards for the fortunate few, it may be inter- 
esting to know what are some of the qualities 
that are requisite for the making of a suc- 
cessful lawyer. 

It is taken for granted chat & lawyer, like 
a man in any of the professions, should nave 
a good education. This does not mean that 
he must have a university education, but a 
‘collegiate training, though not absolutely 
essential, is advantageous. After getting a 


high school education or its equivalent, he 
must study in a law school or in an office. 


under some skilled lawyer for three years 
before he can take the state examinations. 
Many of the best lawyers have worked in 
law offices and gone to night law school. 
Others have obtained their whole legal edu- 
cation in law offices 
R * 
Memory and Courage Necessary. 

Passing one's examination for the bar is 
only the a b e in a legal education. Though 
a lawyer needs only to pass an examination 
in the state in which he practices, he should 
have a general knowledge of the laws in dif- 
ferent states, for he will have many cases 
which demand a knowledge of those laws. 

A retentive memory is of great advantage 
lawyer. In trying a difficult and com- 
plex case, hundreds of cases may be cited to 
prove or disprove certain law points, and 
though the lawyer has his books to refer to, 
he must have the cases and the principles 
they illustrate at his ready command. A 
knowledge of facts is nat enough; these facts 
must be handled with the skill of a logician. 
The lawyer who regards his professional 
oath will not mispresent facts, but he will 
present them in a manner and will draw con- 
clusions from these facts that will aid him to 
win his case. 

It is as foolish for a man of a timid dispost- 
tion to be a lawyer as it would be for him to 
be a prize fighter or a general. He cannot 
countenance fear or discouragement. What- 
ever the odds in favor of his,opponent he 
must go into the case with the feeling that 
he is bound to win—that he must win! Confi- 
dence in his ability to prove his side of the 
case against his opponent is half the vic- 
tory. A timid man rarely wins in arly walk 
in life, and especially in law. How would 
you like a man to defend your case who 
would set to work in a @alf hearted, apolo- 
getic way. as though he meant to say: Well, 
I don't think I've got much chance to win,

client know that he has an exceedingly aim: 
cult case, but this is done in his own office 
behind closed doors. When he enters & 
courtroom it is with the confident air of one 
who says, Gentlemen, we are going to win 
because we have right on our side. 

The following case well illustrates this 
point. A very young Man was trying a case 
against another lawyer who was old enough 
to be his father. When the case was called 
some of the people present noticed the elder- 
ly gentleman and asked. Where is the law- 
yer for the other side?” Here he is,” the 
very young man answered, and his remark 
was met with quiet laughter. He smiled as 
he said: Don't you think the laughter 
would be in better taste when the case is 
finished?” There were congratulations at 
the end of the trial instead of derision, for 
the young man had won his case. 

A lawyer must be a fighter and @ cour- 
ageous fighter, but he must respect the opin- 
ions of the judge and the law. He keeps his 
te r under the most unnerving conditions. 
If he lacks decorum and good breeding the 
att soon shows him that he must change 
his tactics or his profession. 

Like a physician, he must know when to 
talk and when to remain quiet. He guards 
all secrets jealously, even from his friends 
and family. He knows that he will do his 
client infinite harm by disclosing ee

Personality a Big Factor. 

If a man lacks personality he had better 
take up any kind of work rather than the 
practice of the law. Without this quality 
he will find it difficult to inspire confidence 
in his client, in the jury, or the judge. Ifa. 
man has this personality he shows it in his 
poise, his walk, and his manner of address- 
i-g a jury. He is there not to bribe them, 
nor to work on their sympathy, but to show 
them facts. and let them know that he de- 
pends on their good judgment and honesty 
Thie desire to be fair 
with a jury and appeal to their honesty and 
good judgment has more weight than all 
the brow beating and bulldozing that can pos- 
sibly be hurled. 

The young lawyer should have a clear, in- 
cisive mind, and be able to express als 
thoughts in cogent, convineing language. 
Furthermore, he must know men, be a good 
judge of men, and be quick to grasp situa- 
tions. Like a duelist, he must meet blow 
with blow. He must make every stroke 
count, and must act quickly and with de- 
cision. 

A successful lawyer must be an indefati- 
gable worker. As a rule, lawyers are given 
the shortest time in which to prepare their 
most difficult cases. Sometimes they are 
able to have a case deferred, and again they 
cannot. A short time in which to prepare 
a case is no excuse for itg poor preparation. 
If the case is long and difficult and the time 
is short, the houre for work must be pro- 
longed far into the night. His clients’ in- 
terests outweigh his desire for rest and 
recreation. He will take time to think of a 
vacation and rest only after the courts are 
closed. 

To a lawyer who desires to achieve mone- 
tary success the most important quality of 
all is the ability to get business. This b.

YOUNG salesman who had been on 

the road only a short time occupied 

a lonely chair in a small country hotel. 

He was dejected and il] humored,

Pottery in Basement. 

Little Austria is the name given Du- 
schek’s home, where he and his wife. work- 
ing dally in their basement, turn out wonder- 
fully designed and artistically colored bits 
of pottery. Thirty-five years they have been 
doing this, always striving to make their 


work a little better, more deserving, that 
their patrons might receive the full worth 
of the money they pay. And for this reward 
has come a greater one. 

When Duschek came to this country he 
brpught with him all the traditions, all the 
historical love of his own country. He mar- 
ried Mary Schriner, also an Austrian, and 
together they started to work to make pot- 
tery for a living. They set up a pottery 
wheel in the basement of the home, and 
While the husband modeled and fired the 
wife colored the pieces. They sold their 
output. They might have continued to sell 
it, with no improvement in the quality. But 
the Duscheks are more conscientious.

Asked to Display Wares. 

Unknown to them, a reputation began to 
spread concerhing the pottery that was be- 
ing made in the basement home. And it 
kept spreading. One day recently a repre- 
sentative of the exposition visited them and 
asked them if they would remove their little 
plant to the Coliseum for the show and dis- 
play the methods they used in making their 
wares. Herr Duschek demurred.

But an hour later they were persuaded. 
More than that, they were enthusiastic. 

After the first firing the pottery goes to 
Frau Duschek, whose artistic touch and ex- 
periments with coloring have won for her 
the sole right in the household to attend to 
the glazing.

Wife Guards Secret Process. 

The discoveries of modern chemistry have 
added greatly to the number of metailic 
salts which are available for the decoration 
of pottery. Like most potters, Frau Du- 
schek has combinations that are all her 
own, and she guards her secrets jealously. 

The composition of ‘glazes for pottery | 
varies much, according to the custom of each 
manufacturer, and Frau Duschek has her 
own combination, evolved from various oth- 
ers, and the reeult of her own experiments. 
Transparent silicates of alumina rendered 
fusible by oxide of lead with borax and some 
alkali added as a flux play an important part 
in its composition. 

When the glaze is on and the decoration 
completed the ware goes back to the kila 
for its final firing.

How Megaphone Is Made. 

The megaphone is of course made specially 
and the drawings show how it is arranged. it 
is little more than what is commonly known 
as an acoustic telephone.” 

You have probably all made the old fash- 
joned “ tin can telephone, where you punch 
a. hole in the bottoms of two tin cans and 
connect them by a string. On. stretching 
this tight between the two cans, keeping the 
string from touching anything and keeping 
your fingers from touching the bottoms of 
the cans, one can talk into one and be 
plainly heard in the other over short dis- 
tances. 

The principle of the megaphone trick is 
the same, but the telephone is better made 
and more efficient. 

With the tin can scheme, when you talk 
into one can, it sets the tin bottom of the 
can to vibrating. The string connecting the 
two cans makes the bottom of the other can 
vibrate in the same way so that the second 
can talks out the same as the first. The tin 
can bottoms, however, are too stiff for the 
voice to vibrate easily, so we'll make better 
“ diaphragms.” as this vibrating disx part 
of the phone ts called.

Look to other waites. What care do you 
take of your household linen? Do you 
watch for every break and mend it as soon 
as it comes?

Do you cut over tablecloths 
which are too badly worn for their proper 
use and convert them into fish napkins and 
dollles to lay under baked potatoes and 

the like? Do yoy turn your sheets as they 
become thin in the center and make wash 
cloths out of the towels that are badls 
broken and eateh up the hemstitched bor- 
der of the towels themselves as soon as it 
begins to go and save every bit of old 
linen for. possible wounds or illress, either 
in your own home or in that of others? 

The chief effort in ccnnection with econ- 
omy is forming the habit. After you once 
get into it it becomes second nature. Let 
me beg of vou to see that there is no mean- 

ness about saving. It is not penury prac- 
ticed for the sake of hoarding. but care 
of the little things that you may save 
enough to get something worth while. 
There is no virtue in wasting an article 
which might be of good to same one else 
or for which you might provide yourself 
with an equivalent which would be of rea) 
service to you.

“is recognized to be the custom of lasing 
aside a little at a time. You may get your 
charity money or your Christmas money 
or your vacation money by putting away all 
the dimes or the nickels or the pennies, 
which come to you in change, If you have 
ever tried it you know how the sum ac- 
cumulates without your ever really missing 
the amount you have saved.

Cheerfulness a Good Habit. 


Don't sew or write or embroider if you 
are tired. Such work calls for too much 
nervous energy. Lie down in a dark, quiet 
room and arrange to have no interruptions 
for a short time. When you have oppor- 
tunity, at every chance, relax and rest. Fret- 
ting never helped anything. It ages one 
frightfully. 

Cheerfulness is a good habit, just as worry 
is a bad one. You can cultivate either. 
Cultivate poise in facial expression. Don’t 
distort your face with grimaces. Guard 
against meaningless smiles and expressions. 
Some of the smiles that women assume are 
60 labored that they are more of a grim- 
ace and contortion than anything else. When 
you smile mean it.

It is not vanity to study expressions, and 
the result is often a relief to our friends.

Avoid Signs of Nervousness. 


Grace in repose is more difficult to secure 
than grace in action. A person who con- 
stantly changes her position while sitting 
loses all the dignity of repose which is so 
closely allied to grace. A rigid, upright po- 
sition, as if one were momentarily expecting 
to encounter a calamity, is one of the most 
frequent sitting postures seen. It is 
strained, uncomfortable, and unnatural. 

Do not fidget with your hands or any ar- 
ticle that you may be holding. Think of 
what you are listening to or saying and for- 
get all about your hands and feet. If you 
must have some outlet for your superfluous 
energy, carry a fan, but don't tap it; or 
carry a handkerchief, but don't spread it out 
and pick it up in the middle. Such little 
habits are laughable, but unfortunate. 

For the awkward, self-conscious feeling, 
as if you were all hands, I would say forget 
your poor hands. You can do so by concen- 
tration.

Cook’s Troubles are Many. 


Il have held almost every position a girl can 
hold—cook, ladx's maid, chambermaid, and 
waitress—in the most aristocratic houses in 
Chicago in the last twenty-five years, and at 
present am doing cooking. The most im- 
portant thing that is to be considered is not 
the wages. But what hurts me most is the 
constant talk of the bills, the meat bill, the 
grocery bill, and the milk bill. Every month, 


happiness of all the others. This is a prev- 
alent state of matters in Chicago just now, 
and ſt is a great injustice. 
I think a moderate salary ina comfortable, 
well ordered house, where vou can stay 
_ peaceably for years is much more profitable 
in every way than to work for a Hberal sal- 
_ ary in houses where there is never peace or 
comfort ond moving perhaps every few 
months. 
I have always got out an afternoon ence 
in the two weeks and also every second 
Sunday. coming in at any time 1 pre- 
ferred in the evening. But 1 think we 
must accommodate ourrelves to the ways 
of each household, and that is easy when 
we feel that we are not selfishiy dealt 
with. No lady ever refused me perthis- 
sion to go out on any day 1101 had a reason 
for going. I do not think a lady should talk 
much to her meids ,abott personal affairs 
unless the maids ask ber advice or asgistance 
in any way. On the whole, the discomfort of 
domestic service is caused a good deal more 
by the way in which the help treat each 
other than it is by any mistress whatsoever.

Good Mistress Considerate. 

A good mistress, according to mv exper- 
ience as a maid, is one that understands a 
maid's work and it considerate and realizes 
that a maid is human and not a machine. 

A good maid regards her wages as second- 
ary to congenial surroundings and consid- 
crate and refined employers. 

The most troublesome matter I have found 
is the lack of proper nourishing food, as 
most families have the maid eat what has 
been left and if an unexpected guest arrives 
or any of the family has a gréater appetite 
than usual the maid goes without even a 
cold meal, for all cooks know that warmed 
over food is not palatable. , 

My present employmegt is an exception 
to the rule, for I am served at the time the 
family is, thus having it not only bot, but 
also an abundance of the food one needs 
for the hard work a maid does. 

A maid's room is more apt to be cold and 
dark than otherwise, and the beds and bed- 


the old er, Keep down the bills, keep down 
the bills“ During the month you hear it 
every day, still they want everything the 
market produces and even more. They give 
parties, dinners, luncheons, and all kinds of 
entertainments, but when the bills come in 
if they do not change the cook they change 
the poor butcher, grocer, or milk man. The 
next month it is the same old story, for all 
thé dealers have about the same prions, Wit 
of course, some have better goods and are 
more accommodating. and if the cook wants 
them, as it makes it easier for her, then they 
think something is wrong ve must change 
again. So the cook in such a place feels as 
if ashamed to eat her meals. Then the long 
days, eariy morning till 8. 9, and 10 o' clock. 
a half daw every two weeks. and be back for 
dinner. Not necessary for the mistress to 


business, which I think I do. 

Some of the mistresses want to do the or- 
dering of the meat and groceriés, but few of 
them know what they want or how to order.

Sacrifice Made for Cause. 


Every night she puts her youhgest children 
te bed, and dresses them and looks after 
thelr breakfasts and gets them off to school 
in the mornings. All of the time that she 
was in California she was homesick for her 
family. Not the weariness of the long travel 
and. the constant speaking but the strain of 
thinking about things at home and wonder- 
ing what the children were doing drained 
her strength. But that was such an im- 
portant issue, she explains; the elevation 
and welfare of so many women and children 
for all time depended on the results that i“ 
wouldn't have been right for me to withhold 
any aid I could give, just because of the

an address. They come as the ‘envoys of 
the Gaelic league, the agent of the Gaelic re- 
vival that has grown into one of the most 
unique and greatest movements in the his- 
tory of modern times, and they will disclose 
the work accomplished by the organization 
since Douglas Hyde's visit six vears ago. 

But it is Leslie's wonderful personality 
that is the salient and picturesque feature of 
thelr coming, for Leslie le already possesse“ 
of such popularity as no leader in Ireland has 
known for over a century. An orator,a poet, 
& propagancist, he is a man of tremendous 
power, animated not by. self-interest—for he 
has cast aside wealth and aristocratic con- 
nections to be one of his own race—but by 
love for a cause that must be understood in 
order to appreciate the value of the man In 
connection with it.

$160,000 in Ireland upon his return. This 
amount has been almost expended, so great 
has been the expense of carrying on the 
cause.

ROMAN Catholic church; decorated 

entirely in, the ancient art of the Irish 

people. will be reopened in Chicago on 

St. Patrick’s day. This church, per- 

haps the oldest public edifice in Chi- 
cago, was built some forty years ago at the 
corner of Adams and Desplaines streets, in 
honeér of St. Patrick, the patron saint of Ire- 
land. For years this parish has been almost 
forgotten. Now the process of development 
of the city, which for a time robbed St. Pat- 
rick's of its place as the central Roman Cath- 
olle parish of the city, has brought old St. 
Patrick’s again into the heart of the city” 8 
life. 


It is now one of the ag chntveify. locatég 
churches in Chicago. Its position ha caused 
the present pastor, the Rev. W. t cNamee} 
to have the ehurch remodeled and redeco - 
rated in a manner befitting its present im- 
portance, St. Patrick's church now becomes 
the corner stone of the first real: renaissance 
of Irish art. 

Its windows are, perhaps, the most interest- 
ing feature of the church. No two are alike. 
The wealth of interest in each window would 
seem enough to exhaust the resources of any 


one ‘school of art, and vet in the four score 


windows in this church there are no two 
made from the same or even similar designs. 
Thig is the first time in à thousand years 
that the Irish ‘method oF church decoration 
has been attempted. 

The windows in St. Patrick's church are 
beings made etter the method of the first 


, lighted by lamps concealed back of 


glass windows of which there is definite 
knowledge: The glasses are made much in 


the manner of the enamek still. to be seen 


on the most ancient jewels in the Irish mu- 
seums. These are the only windows of mod- 
ern times made rich with decoration while 
yet conserving the functions of the window. 
There is no effort made to imitate architec- 
tural effects or suggest the depths of dis- 
tance. 

One of the unique features of the church fs 
the illumination. The body of the church is 
large 
shields made of luminous glass and bronze 


These shields are made in imitation of the 
enameled shieNs used by the Irish people at 
the time of their conversion. 


During the 
golden age of Christian Ireland the shields 


ok the chieftains were placed as votive offer- 
‘ings inthe churches. The great bronze cross, 
: which „is the chief feature of the exterior 


Gecoration of the church, stands ten feet 
igh. It is cast in one piece of solid bronze. 
This bronge was cast. under the. personal 
supervision of Carl Romamelli, a Roman 
Catholic scutptor of intermational repute. 
On St. Patrick's day the remodeled church 
will be reopened with one of the most im- 
pressive series of religious ceremonies in 
the history of Chicago. Many of the emi- 
nent ckrgymen of the city will- ‘participate. 
Atthe 11 o'clock mass the Rev. H. P. Smyth 
of St. Mary's. Evanston, will preach a ser- 
mon rich with the research of a Hfetime's 
study of ecclesiastical history of Ireland.

’ ominous threat into the adjoining room, there is the thud of the 


Will Goodwin Pass Up 


This Chance of Years? 


By Barns Mantle. 


New York.—(Special Correspondence.]—If the Lieblers en- 
pected to escape the responsibilities attendant upon the intro- 


duction of an“ all-star" revival of Oliver Twist by announc- 
ing the array of talent engaged as a “special cast” and no 


more, they were flirting with disappointment. 

For on Tuesday morning, following the first performance of tie 
classic Dickens. thriller, Mr. Nathaniel Goodwin, who plays the 
Fagin, served notice that he would be legying the company at 
the expiration of two weeks. Questioned as to the reason for 
this sudden change of purpose, Mr. Goodwin announced that 
he had been cheated and that the publicity department was a 
fraud. He had counted the half-tone smears in the different 


papers and he had discovered that Miss Marie Dord, the Oliver; 


Miss Canstance Collier, the Nancy, and Mr. Lyn Harding, the 
Bill Sikes, had been pictured much more frequently than had 
he who played the more important role of the Jew. Therefore 
he would quit. Not in high dudgeon, but with a dignity that 


should uphold the rights and privileges of every individual star 


of the profession. 
Whether or not Mr. Goodwin will hold to his determination 
it is impossible to say at this writing. The press depart nent 


met his. charge by replyiog, sweetly, that the only decent pice 


tures of him on hand were those showing lis cherubic counte- 


nance and comparatively infrequent chins of some twenty years 
back, and these the truth-loving dramatic editors were loath to 


Use.

Fagin Most W Role. 

His Fagin, which in the Comyns Carr version is the most 
important of the röles in acting values, is remarkable in makeup 
and effective in all its phases. He is not exactly “ shriveled.” 
as Dickens declares Fagin to have been, but the sinister crafti- 
ness, the sardonic humor, the wheedling, whining pleas for loy- 
alty made to his “students” are all well within the Goodwin 
grasp, and save for a somewhat /Weberfieldian Yiddish in the 
matter of dialect the character is kept in perfect alignment. 

. Mr. G in’s greatest opportunity comes at the close of the 
play, with Fagin in jail awaiting the hangman. Here he is 
thrown into fits of delirium that send him in crouching, trem- 


‘bling, staring attitnde in and out of the stage shadows, cast him 


prone upon his stomach in an exhibition of utter exhaustion and 
despair and keep him muttering incoherently of his past and 


' gereeching in guttural horror at the probabilities of his “imme- 


diate future. 
He is given a part of the vision of Bill Sikes to recite, and 


recoils from the bloodshot eyes of the murdered Nancy: he sees 


visions of his former pupils swung in a misty row from as many 
gibbets As there were necks to stretch, and he cries as pitifully 
as A villain may for mercy at the hands of the good Brownlow 
and the white souled Oliver, who visit him in his last moments in 
an effort to get the papers that shall prove Oliver’s birthright, 
Finally, the hooded executioner appears in the doorway, rope 
in hand, and with a final shriek of horror Fagin rolls toward the 
footlights, a dead duck. 

There were persistent calls for a speech from Mr. Goodwin for 
this ‘scene Monday night) though the ‘hour was midnight and 
the audience was tired. But there was no breath, to say nothing 
of words, left in the actor and he modestly declined. We also 
harbor the suspicion that his person was not entirely free 
shivers, the toll of art in delirium on a bare stage.

New Version of Nancy’s Murder. 
The murder of Nancy by Bill Sikes is accomplished without 
The brute sends her with 


bludgeon, the cry of protest, the fall of the body, and silence. 
Nothing is seen of the struggle, nor of the bruised and bleeding 
victim, as in former versions. In most of these it was the pleas- 
ant custom of the playful Bill to drag the actress playing Nance 
by the hair of the head until he had wiped up with her body the 
best part of the stage. 

Miss Collier’s Nancy is another minor triumph, particularly in 
its sympathetic appeal. She is blessed with a wild beauty, and 
her defense of Oliver in Fagin's den, and, later, her scene of 
pleading with Miss Maylie were so finely done that she barely 
escaped a scene call. Mr. Harding’s Bill bulks large ‘and growls 

vigorously. Here, too, the balance preserved is fine, as it is also 

in the case of Mr. Grimwig, played by Fuller Mellish ; the Miss 
Maylie of Olive Wyndham, the Monks of Howard Gould, the 
Artful Dodger of Charles Rogers, and the Charlie Bates of 
Percival Vivian.

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introduction of temperament proper. If 
temperament, he says, represents the human 
element, one may plead in Sir Hubert's de- 
fense that it has been in evidence all through 


his book, for he is no impartial judge. For 


example, he says: Every one knows that 
the Italians have a passion for vocal melody, 
that the Germans have outdistanced all oth- 
ers in instrumental music, that the French 
love the ballet, and that the English people 
have a great and indomitable taste for the 
music of other nations’’; from which one 
may draw evidence as tothe English writer s 
lack of sympathy for the Latin temperament 
and other things. 

It is not surprising that so pessimistic a 
man should explain music’s incomparable 
aptitude as a measure of national tempera- 
ment on the grounds that musical insight is 
so slightly developed and men are so inca- 
pable of differentiating between that which 
is fine and that which is base that their music 
bespeaks them more truly than any other 
agent. And so, reluctantly and unhopefully 
does he take up the discussion of artistic 
temperament. 

„Temperament appears to be a compara- 
tively recent discover.“ he writes; ‘‘ and like 
most novelties which attract attention and 
become fashionable, it has been for a time a 
little too conspicuous and people are possibly 
getting tired ‘of it. It is in the same category 
as heredity and both of them have had 
heavier responsibilities laid upon them than 
they are fit to carry. But when things which 
have been fashionable are goms out of fash 
jon is just the moment for people who do n&t 
care the least whether a thing is fashionable 
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or not to consider whether its vogue Mas 
purely a matter of fashion or had more per- 
manent and substantial foundations. 

The word hardly needs definition or ex- 
tenuation. It is justified on the grounds of 
utility by daily experience, and we are all 
getting to realize that it is better to know a 
thing by its fruits than by any amount of 
speculative analysis and theory. Whenever 
any one habitually makes the lives of all his 
neighbors as well as those of his own house- 
hold a burden to them every one treats.him 
with loving Kindness and mercy. on the 
grounds that he cannot help it as it is his 
temperament. Whenever any one invaria- 
bly thinks and acts in a manner which -is 
contrary to all dictates of reasonable fore- 
sight and prudence every one perceives that

the laws of perspective have become dis- 


torted, and they know that this is the effect 
of temperament again, which 25 such cases 
is a wi unto iteelf. 

„But we must give it its due. When an 
actor, performer, orator, preacher, politician, 
or humorist inspires thousands with the 
fervor of ecstatic enthusiasm it is tempera- 
ment again. It is not the abstract justice of 
causes or the soundness of arguments which 
prevail, but the terms of temperament in 
which they are presented. An appeal to the 
imagination ig a thousandfold more power- 
ful than an appeal to the understanding. No, 
one was ever yet permanently converted, 
persuaded; or aroused to action by the mere 
cold glare of truth and reason.’ Tin some- 
thing which appeals to the deepest human 
instincts is mixed up with the argument 
human nature can hardly be induced to take 
notice of facts at all. The ecnditions pre- 
vall in art as elsewhere. for though it be 
eyer so logical and complete, ever so flaw- 
less in beauty, it falls of its objeet unless it 
somewhere appeals to the humanity of those 
addressed. 

Thus, in defining temperament Parry also 
has described with precision the shortcom- 
ings of his own musical compositions. He 
emphasiges this fact to all who heve the 
misfortune to be acquainted with his. can- 


‘tatas, part songs, etc.,.when he continues: 


“Indeed, in that connection one may take 
it that it is not the business of art to be per- 
fect at all. One might almost Say, rather, 
that it is the business and object of art to 
be imperfect in certain honorable and inter- 
esting ways. Counsels of perfection always 
imply a recognition of the/fact that we never 
shall attain it. The art of living’ happily 
consists mainly in the constancy of our as- 
Pirations after the unattainable, and in the 
consolation that the pecuHar form of incom- 
pleteness in the result is explained by honor- 
able motives. In other words, the permanent 
criterion of art, as of life; should. be no; 
whether it can be discussed in its logical and 
mechanical aspects’ without betraying flaws 
but whether the temperamental qualities 
which are betrayed by its. imperfections are, 
such as inspire us with instinctive love ana 
admiration, and not with loathing and dis- 
gust. The commercialism which was. the 
blight of the art of the nineteenth century 
was not only poisonots on the grounds of 
faulty technique but because it manifested 
temperamental conditions which were sordid, 
base, and false; while much.of the most ador- 
able art known to us is so because through 
all its. imperfections there shine out the truth, 
sincerity, and beauty of the impulses which 
were,its sources. 


— 

To prove that questions of style and tem- 
perament may arise in circumstances and 
‘Surroundings to which the distinguished and 
knighted analyst. has never given a thought 
let us consider in passing, as. it were, the 
phenomenon presented by the case of Miss 
‘Geraldine Farrar, her Washington's Dirth- 
day gown, the Boston Symphony orchestra, 
Elisabeth's Prayer from Tannhäuser 
and several of the New York music critics. 
The combination is suggestive of many 
things, the foregoing references to commer- 
clalism among others. For one it seems to 
have completely bewildered the critics, for 
it is confidently asserted by an earnest scribe 
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that the feathers, in her hat were flaming red 
and another | tells us that her perky plume ”’ 
was light blue. .Eyidently critics are also 
temperamental enough to K upon dis- 
agreeing. Thus the first one: 

* Astonishing was the palttacine headgear 
crowning the comely head of Miss Geraldine 
Farrar, who was the soloist of the occasion. 
Equally astonishing the treatment she meted 
out to “Elisabeth's Prayer’ from ‘ Tann- 
häuser. a treatment evidently based on the 
assumption that the efficacy.of prayers de- 
pends upon the loudness with which they are 
uttered.” ~ 

‘While No. 2 protests: The soloist of the 
evening was Miss Geraldine Farrar, who ap- 
peared upon the stage looking like the 
Statue of Liberty out for a walk. Her 
dress was red, white and blue, and over her 
fair head waved triumphantly the feathers 
of ared flamingo. Miss Farrar was evidently 
determined that the audience should not for- 
get that she knew it was Washington's birth- 
day. But loudly as her colors proclaimed 
her patriotism, ‘more loudly still did she 
declaim ‘ Elisabeth's Prayer from ‘ Tann- 
häuser, so loudly, indeed, that the angels in 
the seventh heaven must have awakened 
from their sleep.“ 

The public seems to have liked Miss Farrar 
no less in the nation’s colors than in any 
others: that she hae chosen to adorn her 
person in the past. for one learns that there 
was much applause, Here, however, is a con- 
crete Hlustra tion of style, temperament, and. 
we also fear, commercialism in musical art. 
It can only be adequately considered in all 
its ramifications by such a master of logic as 
Sir C. Hubert Parry. It is mentioned in 
this connection because in discussing style 
in mysic Sir Hubert has entirely omitted to 
mention the costumes worn by prima donnas 
when appearing in concert. Evidently his 
book is still incomplete.
